This is perhaps the most remarkable con- 
glomeration of summer resorts, Sunday scaool 
picnics, retreats, spiritualists’ camp, free 
thinkers’ abode and generai devil’s stampiig¢- 
ground in New Engiand, if not in the country.

€try’? atso mucha yard, and -siste-writers. 
Among the nvre noted exponents and exem- 
piitiers of the spiritual guspel are the Eddys, 
of *Spiritvale,’’ Chittenden, Vt., netoriety; 
J. Wiilism Fietcber, a well-Known test trance 
medium; Watkins, the slate‘-writer: Dr. 
dames Mack, Whocluims to have in London, 
Engiand, a great reputation asahealer by 
laying on of hands; Sig. Koadi, Annilidello, 
Spirissime, of Turin, Lta'y; Mis. susan G, 
‘corn, author of **Strange Visitors;’’ David 
Jones, editor of the Olive Branch; Col.. Bua- 
dy, cfthe Religio-Philosopnical Journal, and 
others of less fame.

ted out and paraded before. the awe-struck 
audiences. since the exposition of the Eddy, 
Huntoon ana other prominent spiritualist im- 
positors, these «¢xhibiticns have rather 
lost their interest, except to the faituful. 

Besides these particul:r ‘*sttractions,”? 
adhere ure many site shows. In one tent 
hangs amirror covered with hieroglyphics, 
apparently of the same formation as the fancy 
seap works often seen on store windows, 
which the medium asserts bave taken a spirit 
many days to write. Another tent displays 
the piacard: ‘'Medicines, perfumes, cologue, 
cosmetics and tooth-wash prepared under 
spiritinfluence.’’ Mary Tillotson has been 
here in Dr. Mary Waiker rezimentais, trying 
to institute a radical dress reform inovement. 
‘The **Cosmopolitans,’’ cit:zens of the world, 
a comparatively new spiritualistic sociecy, 
are here in large numbers, readily distin- 
guished by their red and blue badges. | 

Ip all the things mentioned there is noth- 
ing really bad but their humbuggery; but 
there is a dark side to Lake Picasant life. The 
guardians of the grounds carefully preserve 
the peace, and drunken rows are nearly as 
rare as spirituali:tie manifestations under a 
blaze of gas light. Licentiousness prevails, 
bowever, carried on in some of the tents, and 
in the grove during the dark shadows of the 
night. The demi-monde of the cities, seek- 
ing new fields for their devastation, some- 
times find their. way here, and under the 
guise of mediums ply their nefarious trafic. 

This is a bad enough pbase of Lake Pleasaut 
life, but there are even worse. Mhny young 
girls come here without proper attendants,. 
make Dad acquaintances, and are probably 
led astray. ‘There are always some well- 
dressed debauchees hanging around sucha 
place,ready to increase indetinitely the vic- 
tims of theirlust. ‘They meet the girls from 
the shops, stores and families of neighboring 
villages, flatter them with their attention, 
dance atthe pavilion, and then wander off 
with them beyond the lighted avenues into 
the woods. If ruin is not accomplished then, 
future meetings are arranged for, but there is 
but oneresult. ‘Ifthe trees could,’ said an 
oid farmer living near by, the other day,"‘they 
would blush red all over at what they have 
seen.”

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Wholesale Death in Battle.

A melancholy statistical fiend of a Western 
pauper bas been compiling incomplete mort- 
uarp statistics of some ofthe big battles of the 
cilwar. Eighty soldiers, all shot above the 
hips, and ail of one regiment, fell dead at one 
vollev in the battle of Gettysburg. At Fair 
Ouks twenty men went down one upon the 
other in a space of a few few feet, and never 
moved a!imb among them after falling. One 
shell at Cold Harbor exploding in the ranks 
of an Ohioregiment killed sixteen soldiers.

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CHARLES THOMAS JACKSON. 


Death ef the Inventor of the Telegraph 
and Anesthesia. gh of 


From the New York Sun. 


Dr. Charles Thomas Jackson, the physi- 


i 
cist, diedin Somerville, Mass., on Sunday, 
after a long iliness. It is many years since he 
retired to a life of quiet and seclusion, but his 
name is still familiar to older newspaper read- 
ers from his controversies with the late Prof. 
Samuel F. B. Morse and Dr. W. T. A. Mor- 
ton. 

His dispute with Prof. Morse was as to the 
priority to the discovery of the application of 
electricity in telegraphy. In October, 1832, 
Dr. Jackson and [Trof. Morse were falow 
passengers in the ship Sully, from Europe to 
this city. During tbe voyage Iw. Jackson was 
experimenting with an electro-magnet and 
galvanic batteries. Prof. Morse and other 
passengers were interested in the experiments, 
and Dr. Jackson averred that he then demon- 
strated how electricity could be used for 
carryipg correspondence. In 1834 Dr. 
Jackson claime to have con- 
structed and successfully operated 
a telegraph on the planjthat he- de- 
scribed in the voyage on the Sally. The ma- 
chine that he then made could not be utilized 
on an extensive scale, owing to the difficulty 
of getting a steady and continuous current of 
electricity. The invention of the sustaining 
battery by Daniell in 1837 obviated this diffi- 
culty. Inthe latter year Dr. Jackson and 
Prof. Morse began their famous controversy 
over the priority of discovery, which lasted 
for many years. Many volumes of evidence 
on each side were adduced, and lawsuits over 
patents were begunia several courts.. Dr. 
Jackson always averred that he was the tirst 
discoverer of the American telegraph that 
was patented by Prof. Morse in 1840, and 
many men of science believed his claims to be 
well founded. After his telegraph experi- 
ments Dr. Jackson practiced medicine, which 
he soon gave upto devote himself to geology. 
He was State Geologist 1n Maine,and after- 
ward beld the same position in Rhode Island 
and New Hampsbire. He was the discoverer 
of the copper and iron fields of Lake Superi- 
or, Wbick he exp!ored in 1844. : 

The controversy with Dr. Morton, above 
referred to, was over the discovery of ether as 
an ariestbetic. ‘Tbe discovery was made at 
the time Dr. Jackson was practicing medi- 
cine, but was not claamced by him at the 
time. His claim was that in 1834 he found 
by experiment that an _ alevholic§ solu- 
tion of chloroform applied to a 
nerve made it insensible to pain. He had 
previously experimented with protoxide of 
nitrogen, with less satisfactory results. In 
1841 betried the effects of pure sulvhurie 
ether, miugled with atmospberic air, upon 
himself, and inbaled it until be lost all con- 
sciousness. This experiment he pronounced 
entirely successful. la 1842 he inualed ether 
to allay the pain he suffered from an acciden- 
tal inhalation of chlorine. This led him, he 
efterwaid said, to declare ‘‘that a surgical 
operation conld be performed on a patient 
under the influence of su!phuric ether with- 
out giving bim any pain.’’ Dr. Morton, how- 
ever, appears to have first applied ether in a 
operation performed vy him in 1846, and to 
have expeé1imented with it some years previ- 
ous totbat time. The respective claims of 
Drs. Morton and Jackson for the credit of the 
discovery ofthe an:'stketic were supported 
by hosts of physicians and men of science, 
and the controversy was waged for years with 
creat bitterness. The French Academy, 
which had otiered a prize of 5,000 francs for 
the discoverer, divided that sum equally be- 
tween the two claimants. ho'ding that Dr. 
Jackson discovered etherization, andthat Dr. 
Morton first applied it in surgical 
opera'ions. Dr. Morton refused to take 
the xuward made to bim and the Academy 
afterward gave Lima gold medal. Dr. Mor- 
ton strove for vears to have bis claim properly 
recognized. Ile became utterly bankrupt,and 
his home was sold for debt. Congress was 
imporiunbed to grent him $100,000 as a natienal 
testimonial; and hurdreds of pnvsicians and 
jor. Jackson, on 
the other hand, sent to Congress a petition, 
rigned bs 145 physicians of Boston and vicin- 
liv, celtiiyjing thst the discovery was exclu. 
sively his. Wr. Morton’s petition was de- 
feated, Lut in atest suit againsta hospital 
surgeon Who had applied ether according to 
his metbod be gained bis point, the United 
States Court sustaining his claim. Dr. Jack- 
son still had bis adherents, however, who con- 
tended that he, and not Dr. Morton, was the 
real discoverer, and the controversy went on 
until Dr. Morton died. It is said that Dr. 
Morton’s death: was caused by excitement 
over an article Which attempted to show that 
be was notthe discoverer of anwsthesia. The 
citizens of Boston erected a monument to his 
memolyv, bearing the inscription: **Wm. T. 
G. Morton, Inventor and Revealer of An:ws- 
thetic Inbalation.’? This and other recogni- 
tion accorded to Dr. Morton caused great Ais- 
appointment to Dr. Jackson, and he died at 
the age of 7o, feeling that be had twice been 
wrongfully deprived of the fruits of years of 
patient study and investigation.

Cold Tea as a Stimulant. 
From the Journal of Health. 


A story is going the round of the English 


papers that a large agriculturist has been giv- 
ing his harvest hands cold tea instead of beer 
todrink inthe harvest field, and that the re- 
sults were extremely satisfactory, there being 
none of the sullenness, exciteability and 
rudeness that had§previously been attributed 
to beer. Because tea does not intoxicate its 
power as a stimulant is forgotten or under- 
rated,t bu the fact remains that therefis more 
stimulant in a pint of tea of average strength 
than ina quart of common beer. It should 
be remembered, too, that the quantity of tea 
that a barvester will consume daily as a sub- 
stitute for beer is greater than that which will 
suffice sn entire family around asupper ta- 
ble. Stimulation, whether by spirits, wine, 
beer, tea, coffee or opium, is 
simply a method of consuming 
one’s pbysical capital, and the

borer who replaces his two or three quarts of 
beer with an equal daily allowance of tea is 
exhausting his nerve and muscle more rapid- 
ly than he z- while guzzling beer. Moreand 
better food ia what beer-drinking laborers 
need. The well-fed American farmer, work- 
ing long heursunder a sun hotter than Eng- 
land ever knew, does not drink as muchin a 
week as an underfed laborer willinaday. If 
workingmen must drink heavily of something 
besides water—somethbing with a taste to it— 
let them drirk oatmeal water, or water in 
which brown cornmeal has been thrown. A 
little sugar will give such drink nutritious and 
strengthening properties. But let not the 
temperabce men seize and spread the Eng- 
lish coldtea story; the cup that cheers but 
not inebriates is as dangerous, when abused, 
as the bottle and glass. 


MONKEY LIFE IN INDIA. 


Living Among Men and Playing With 
the Children. 
From the London Telegraph. 

In India, where the monkeys live among 
mep, and are the playmates of their children, 
the Hindoos have grown fond of them, and 
the four-handed folk participate im all their 
simple housebold rites.

Yetihe toilet has to be performed, 
and, whether they like it or not, the young 
ones are sternly pulled up, one by one, to 
their mother to undergo the process. Tae 
scene, though repeated exactly every morning, 
loses nothing of its delightful comicality, and 
the monkey brats seem al to be in the joke of 
‘‘taking in mamma.’’ But mamma was young 
herself not very long ago, and treats each lu- 
dicrous aflectation of suffering with the pro- 
foundest unconcern, and, as she dismisses one 
‘*cleaned’? youngster with a cufi, stretches 
out her hand for the next one’s tail or leg in 
tbe most business-like and serious manner 
possible. The youngsters know their turn 
quite well. As each feels the moment arrive 
it throws itself on its stomach 
as if overwhelmed with appre- 
hension, the others meanwhile stifling 
their satisfaction at the way ‘‘*so-and-so is 
doing it,”’ and the instant the maternal paw 
is extended to grasp the tail, the subject of 
the next experiment utters a piercing shriek, 
and throwivgits arms forward in the dust, 
allows itself to be dragged along a limp anda 
helpless carcass, winking all the time, no 
doubt, at its brothers and sisters, atthe way 
itis imposing on the old lady.

2. Because the original enumeration 
made by Salomon, Which forms the basis 
for the official report, was confessedly er- 
roneous. 

3. Because the enumeration of school 
childrenin 1878 shows that by the /ovrest 
possible estimate the city has over 371,000 
inhabitants. 

4, Because the city census taken by the 
Mayor in 1866 showed a population which, 
by natural increase alone, would make 
very much over 353,000 in 1580. 

5. Because, even admitting that 50,000 
names were falsely added to the enumera- 
tion of 1870, the natural increase and the 
adding of 30,000 pepple by new, territory 
would make the population much over 
Joo, 000, 

6. Because the names in the city direc- 
tory indicate a population of over 333,000 
—there being one-third more 
directory of 1s80 than in the directory of 
1870. 

7. Because if the city has a population of 
only 333,000 the mortality rate would be 
nearly doubled and made higher than the 
most sickly city in the world, when every 
physician knows such is not the case. 

8. Because 18,000 new dwellings and 
residences alone were built during the last 
ten years. 

9% Because the number of registered 
voters at this election will be more than 
double the number in 1870. 

10. Because every branch of trade, busi- 
ness, industry and manufacture in the 
city shows an evormous growth and in-

crease. 

11. Because if the census of 1880 is cor- 
rect it would practically show an absolute 
decrease—a manifest impossibility. 

12. Because—but enough for to-day. 
These are not all the reasons that might be 
given, but they are among the plainest and 
most cogent. 


THE ANNIVERSARY OF SEDAN. 

Ten years ago to-day Gen. Wimpffen 
surrendered 84,453 troops, thirty-nine 
generals, 230 staff officers and 2,095 subal- 
terns to the Germans at Sedan. The Em- 
peror of the French, who had not, by an 
unaccountable oversight, fallen at the head 
of his soldiers, was included in the surren- 
der, and the Napoleonic. dynasty was 
shaken from the throne in the midst of the 
ruin and disaster it had brought upon 
France. The Franco-German war which 
culminated at Sedan began in blundering 
aud incompetency, and could only 
logically end in misfortune and de- 
feat. The Emperor had concluded that 
a war with Germany was necessary, 
not for France exactly, but for the Napo- 
leons, and he eagerly seized the first pre- 
text upon which he could lay his hand, the 
Spanish succession. The issue was forced 
upon the Prussians and in a miraculously 
short time both North and South Germany 
were marching over the French frontier, 
never to stop until they came into Paris 
and crowned their Emperor in the seat of 
the old French Kings. Having begun the 
war, Napoleon suddenly discovered that he 
was totally unprepared for it, and delay 
and indecision did as much as a demoralized 
commissary andapaper army to precipi- 
tate the Teutonic triumph. The Emperor 
had trusted to Le Bouf and the event 
proved that Le Beuf was as incompetent 
ashe was rash. Bad organization, imper- 


Af 
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fect mobilization, disorder and delay held 
the French army as with a leash until 
Germany was fully 
its blow. The importance of an 
early success was simply vital, be- 
cause upouavictory depended all hope 
of an Austrian and a Danish alliance. The 
French army reeled back from its own 
frontier until the disaster at Sedan, Sep- 
tember 1, 1870, necessitated the surrender 
of the following day. Bazaine, who was 
a traitor to France that he might be 
faithful to the Emperor, passed 180,000 
more prisoners into Prussian possession, 
and so with one loss after another the war 
finally ended. : 

It ended, but does any one believe this 
peaceful interval is more than a prolonged 
truce, during which the French are pre- 
paring with a thoroughness worthy of Aus- 


terlitz and Jena for another wrestle with 


the Germans? The war was scarcely over 
when the country settled down to the hard 
work of repairing past mistakes; the new 
army which was created, and which is now 
in an cffective state, will consist in 

of war of. the grand total 
2,685,000 men. This force 
not be the disorganized mob which 
opposed the Prussians in 1870, but 
an army ofticered and maiutained for mod- 
ern war, With its system of mobilization so 
perfect that it can be massed on the Ger- 
man frontier in overwhelming numbers al- 
most at once. France has learned a ter- 
rible lesson, but she has learned it well 
and it looks as though the time for Prussia 
to enter the bitter school of experience was 
coming. General Von Moitke has repeat- 
edjy called the attention of the Reichstag 
tethe Frerch armament and he evident- 
ly entertains gloomy forebodings of the 
future. The German people are groaning 
under the weight of taxation which their 
standing army implies, while the French 
are enjoying a flood of prosperity. The 
gold coin has been so utterly drained from 
the German coffers that silver and paper 
are practically the currency of the Empire, 
and the Imperial bank’ will, it 
is said, day or two suspend 
Another war 


time 
of 


in a 
gold payments. between 
the two great powers of Europe is abso- 
lutely inevitable, though it may be distant; 
and this tenth anniversary of Sedan is not 
a hopeful feast day for either power. The 
one has agterrible, a disgraceful defeat; 
provinces have been wrenched away from 
itand an enormous sum of ready money 
mulcted from the people. The other is ru- 
ining itself more slowly and more surely 
with an immense standing army and a bur- 
den of taxation that we in America cannot 
understand. The only salvation for the 
German Empire is a general disarmament, 
and that is a consummation which the next 
decade will hardly see. Inthe meantime 
the broad fields of America are filling up 
with an industrious peasantry driven out 
of their European homes by the - grinding 
weight of the burdens which are too heavy 
to be borne, and while possible war dark- 
ens every horizon in the Old World, peace 
and plenty and a long reign of prosperity 
are assuredly ours. 


Movep by the recent murder of Lawyer 
Harward, of Brooklyn, at the hands ofa 
ruffians whom he had 
thwarted in their designs upon a young 
woman, the able editor of the Washington 
Stvur thus muses: 

When we contemplate the amount of private 
sorrow as anoutcome otthe ignorance and 
wickednessot the lower strata of society, the 
thought is sure to rise that perhaps all this 
latter day tinkering at the limbs and outward 
flourishes of mundane things is tutile, and 
that our real progress will date from the time 
when we begin to educate at the bottom. 
Any Civilization which is built up on a ground 
work of sodden ignorance and malevolence 
isina shaky condition. It is as a gilded 
cupola surmounting a volcano’s crater, It 
may glisteninthe sunlight, but there is an 
element underlying it ali which will continue

A CHIROPODICAL SWELL. 


Tompkins, the Man Who Looks After 
Royal Pedals. 

Lucy Hooper's Paris Letter to Chicago Times. 

The American colony in Paris is a charming 
organization. {t comprises many lovely and 
amiable women and many intelligent and re- 
fined gentlemen. Moreover, for the deeper 
interest of the casual observer, one often 
stumbles upon what is called ‘‘characters” in 
itsranks. Sitting here en this balmy summer 
morning, I suffer my thoughts to stray over 
the images ef my countrymen and countrywo- 
men that reside in this city. One prominent 
personality arrests my wandering ideas—one 
marked physiozvomy seems to insist on be- 
ing transferred topaper. Sobeit. I take up 
my pen, and, with a hand that trembles at the 
magnitude of my subject, I .will essay to 
sketch for the world at large the likeness of 
Dr. Tompkins, chirpodist. 

The position that the eminent medical man 
aforesaid occupies in our midst must not be 
judged of by the comparatively lowly and 
limited nature of his curative ministrations. 
If you were to ask him who, in his opinion, 
was the greatest personage in the American 
colony, not excepting the American Minister, 
be would undoubtedly answer “Dr. ‘Tomp- 
kins.’’ He bases his claims to distinction on the 
fact tbat he has held in his professional grasp 
the feet of nearly every crowned head in 
Europe. ‘Respecting these ministrations he 
is wont to discourse’ very ftluently. 
According to bis own | account he 
is the chosen contidant of all his roval 
petients respecting the most delicate and hid- 
den secrets of diplomacy. His intercourse 
with the late Emperor Napoleon Iil., for in- 
etance, Was of the most tender and touching 
nature. apart fromthe tenderness of arms 
ab a the touching of his professional knife. He 
it was who prevented tbe recognition of the 
Scutherh Confederacy by that astute poten- 
tate, though the English Goverament unjust- 
lv claims tbat honor. He it was that said to 
the Emperor with mild yet respectful tirm- 
ness, *'Non, nor, sire, vous ne ferez pas cela,”’ 
and the EKmperer responded with a sigh: 
‘*Well, then, Tompkins, mon vieux, mon 
brave, if vou say it shail not be done of course 
the thing is impossible.’* It was he wh) ne- 
sotiated the reconciliation between the Lin- 
peror and the HMmpress, on the occasion of 
that lady’s sudden journey tothe Scottish 
Inkes some years before the downfall & the 
empire. The Empress was jealous, but whol- 
ly without reason, of course, for, according to 
Dr. Tompkins, the life of Napoleon III. was 
one long and chaste exemplification of the 
beauties of conjugal fidelity. Alas, had his 
counsels only been heeded to the end, the war 
With Prussia never would have taken place 
and France would still be enjoying the biess:- 
ings of imperial rule. For did he rot Kiee 
at the fcot of Napoleon III. during those 
summer days of 1870, beseeching him to re- 
scind his determination to goto war’ And 
did not the Emperor turn away with a sigh, 
exclaiming: **My faithful Tompkins itis, uias, 
too late’??? It was too late. A viight fel! upon 
k'rance and uponthe social relatiuns of Dr. 
Tompkins and his familv as well. For, so ia- 
timate were they with the dear Empress, 
Eugenie, that any other feminine society 
thereafter appears tothem altogether vulgar 
and commonpluce. ‘They live shut up with 
the memories of the pastand witn one of the 
Empress’ old bonnets. Touching relic!

There is nota cross, or 
star, or bit of mbbon in the well-filled cabinet 
Wherein he guards his treasures of that na- 
ture,that does not speak of paln relieved or of 
a successful wrestiing with pedal excres- 
cerces. The Viince of Wales wears his 
patent-ieather boot With ‘a jauntier 
“ir pecause of the minisctrations 
ef Dr. Tompkins. The . Princess  Ste- 
phanie, of Belvium,will walk to the hymeneal 
ultar With her impe.isi betrothed with a light- 
er step because of that eminent practitioner’s 
skill. When all tests to determine the iden- 
tity of Prince Louis Napoleon at Chislehurst 
proved total failures, it was Dr. Tompkins 
Whoshowed conclusively the remains to be 
no other than the corpse of his beloved pa- 
tient, by pointing out the traces of his operat- 
ing knife on the prince’s left greattoe. With 
cruel ingratitude the official pictorial repre- 
scntations of the event left out Dr. Tompkins’ 
agitated form altogether. It was, in fact, 
suggested thata new question du jour might 
have been constructed by simply writing on 
the photographs taken of the scene, ‘**Seek 
for the Chiropodist.”? 

From what I have written alone, it will be 
seen that the doctor is a staunch Bonapartist.

To cast a 
doubt on the purity of Louis Napoleon’s 
morals, or onthe youth and beauty of the 
empress Eugenie in this year of grace 188), 
is iv uncork allthe vialsof his wrath. Yet 
his influence over the minds of the Orleans 
princes is unbounded. And with good rea- 
son, according to a fact that he has often re- 
lated himself.
